Indiana polls, Au g. 12.—Ju st how to 
prevent the escape of inm ates from 
the new G irls’ School of Indiana, sit­ 
u ated six miles west of Indianapolis, 
is one of the problem s that is now 
perplexing Miss Sarah L, Montgom­ 
ery , su perintendent of the institu tion, 
and the board of m anagers. 
The new school has ln*en in exist­ 
ence abou t three weeks. 
The girl 
inm ates of the penal Inst Ration for 
women east of the city were moved 
to the new Institu tion. 
Since the 
transfer of inm ates from the prison to 
the school twelve girls have escaped. 
The m anagem ent of the institu tion 
annou nces, however, that all of the 
refu gees 
have 
been 
brou ght 
back. 
Three were colored girls who escaped 
and came to the city . 
T h e y were 
fou nd by the police and prom ptly re 
tu rned to the institu tion. 
The girls’ school is bu ilt on the cot­ 
tage plan. 
There are fou r or five 
brick cottages, two stories high, which 
accom m odate abou t 200 girls, which 
is practically the popu lation of the 
place. 
These cottages are bu ilt in a 
great open pastu re. T here is no fence 
and the doors and windows of the cot­ 
tages are not locked. 
“This institu tion is in no sense a 
prison.” said Miss M ontgomery , “and 
we do not want ou r girls to feel that 
they are locked u p. 
W e want the In­ 
stitu tion to be considered a home for 
girls who have been intru st« .d to ou r 
care.” 
The inm ates evidently do not look 
u pon the school as a prison, as they 
take French leave w henever they feel 
like it. 
All there is at the Institu tion 
to prevent the inm ates from leaving 
is the m oral influ ence exerted by the 
su perintendent and the teachers. This 
influ ence is u ndou btedly strong. 
The 
su perint« *ndent is a sweet-faced wom­ 
an, who has spent tw enty y ears look 
ing after the w elfare of y ou ng girls. 
Ru t. notw ithstanding this refining in­ 
flu ence. an occasional girl stray s away 
and the m anagem ent Is u ndecided as 
to how* to prevent these escapes. Mrs. 
John B. Elam, president of the board 
of m anagers, declart*« that the escai*e 
of twelve girls In two weeks is not 
extraordinary . 
“W hen we were ou t 
at the other place,” she said, "with 
locks on the doors and a high wall 
arou nd the grou nds, girls were cen 
stantly escaping from u s. 
U nder the 
circu m stances it Is a 
wonder that 
m any m ore girls have not gon« » aw ay .” 
Farm ers in the neighborhood of the 
school have been requ ested to look 
ou t for refu gees. 
In order that they 
may become specially interested the 
m&iiu gemcnt of the school has offered 
to pay them *5 a head for each girl 
they retu rn to the institu tion.
